MONDAY'S “SCENE.” 


_ MATTER NOW vhirap. 


Lonvow, May 23. 

'Tha’scene in the House of Commons is with- 
out parallel in the history of che House. The 
speakers, chiefly Mr. Lyttelton, were greeted 
with angry cries of “Bring in the Guards!” 
‘Where are the police!” and by the blowing 
of police whistles. After Mr. Austen Chamberlain 
and Mr. Brodrick had sat down, Sir Hetry 
Campbell Baunertban again appealed to Mr. 
Balfour declaring that by his silence he aloue 
was responsible for the disturbance. This renew 
ed the uproar and Mr, Balfour rose and severely 
tebuked the House for its unseemly behaviour. 
Never in his experience had it refused to listen 
to a Minister speaking for (he Guvermment, 
nor had the Opposition presumed. to dictate 
tho order of speeches. To-night’s precedent, if 
followed, would absolutely ruin the Commons, 
Mr, Lyttelton again rose, but the storm burst 
with redoubled fury. ‘The Deputy-Spoaker 
adjourned the Hotiso by virtue of the new rule 
relerring to a grave disorder. The prolongation 
of the scene is attributed to the fact that tho 
Deputy Speaker, who presided in consequence 
‘ot the Speaker's illness, has no power to suspend 
individual Members. ( Reuter.)

NO EGGS DISCOVERED. 
Assiont Moudirieh is now pronounced entire- 


ly free from locusts. A careful watch is being | inj 


exercised in this and in the other pro- 
vinoes. of Upper Egypt, but no eggs have 
boon discoygred anywhere except in one dis- 
trict of Minieh. The inhabitants bave respond- 
ed with grest alaority to the orders of the 
local authorities. 


THE COTTON WORM. 


‘Tho seriousness of the present situation can 
be grasped when we state that the actual loss 
due to the worm during the cotton season lngt 
year is estimated at between 1,000,000/. and 
2,000,000/. at least. 

‘The life-bistory of the worm is as follows: 


About the begioning ot June the moth lays | 


eggs (about 300) on a leaf near the bottom 
the plant. These are easily seen of examina- 
tion, The period of incubation is from threo 
to four days, The young worms begin to feed 
on the lesf on which they are hatched. They 
grow very xpidly, and in a few days spread 
over the entire plant. After feeding (from 18 
belli 2.) Dita er into the soil, 
construct cells, and pass the popa etage (8 to 
10 days). The moths then hatch out and 
commence laying again. The whole life-history 
is thus from 80 to 40 days, depending to a 
certain extent on climatic conditions. In July, 
therefore, we have a second brood, followed by 
a third in August, after.which the worms find 
food elsewhere. It is clear that the pest can be 
most satisfactorily attacked by picking the 
leaves on which the eggs sre found. When 
the worms have spread over the plant, they 
eat the young buds, flowers, lesves, Ko, and 
itis impossible todo much. Fields have to be 
‘examined every few days when eggs are being 
laid. It is evident that the: more thoroughly 
the June brood is kept in check, the leas 
severe will subsequent generations be.

THE SULTAN'S DANGER.

‘THE REVOLT IN'YRMBN, 


Tha revolt of Southern Arabia against th» 
Sultan msy prove to be an event of mach moro 
than local importanoe. Tha eastern shores of 
the Red Sea are so little frequented by Bar 
peans’that itis only on rare occasions that any 
news. from the vast tracts of country which 
were knowa’ to thi Romans as Arabia Felix 
reaches the outside world. Ranning from north 
w south, the tliree divisions of territory knowa 
as the Hedjas, the Azir, and the Yemen aro 
nowiinally provinces of the Turkish Empire, 
though Turkish rule has never effectively 
piyetrated. into’ the less accessible mountain 
districts. The Hedjaz is by far the most im- 
portant. of these divisions, for it contains tho 
holy cities of Mecca and Medina, the possession 
of which is the visible proot to the Mahomedan 
world of the Soltan’s title to be regarded as 
“Caliph. The Azir is the wildest and the most 
inhospitable of these regions, and is peopled 
largely by tribes which adhere to the doctrines 
of the Shia sect, and consequently’ repudiate 
altogether the ‘claim of a Sanuite Soltan to 
spiritual supremacy. “The Shia doctrine is als) 
widely held in the Yemen, which, owing to tho 
fertility of its mountain valleys and the cumpa- 
rative excellence of ita climate, is economically 
a possession of considerable importance: [his 
fortility hay attracted settlers from the earliest 
times, gnd the Yemen can show traces of a very 
remarkable civilisation, believed by some to be 
cosval with that of ancient Bgypt, The Yemen, 
from: its geographical position, was one of the 

~ new forces which were bora into the world with 
Mahomod, and many of the Imams, the semi- 
ecclesiastical, semi-divil rulers; who for con- 
turies exercised an uncertain sway over the 
Arab tribes which peopled it, were of the blood 
of the Prophet. The Torkish power was first 
efféctually established in the country in the 
reign of Suleiman the Magnificent, and by 
the middle of. the sixteeath coatary all tho 
coast of Arabia acknowiedged’ the Tarkish 
rule, and Sansa became the seat of the Pasha 
of Yemen. Tho Turkish occupation came to au 
* end in 1630, and ove Kasim, a descendant of 
the Propbet, founded a line of Imams which 
continued in power. for more than two con- 
- turies, until the lawless state of the country, 
which rendered caravan trade impossible, in- 
dnced thé Tarks to reocoapy the country and 
restore the.direct rale of the Porte in 1872. 
The Yemen, however, has proved no bed of 
roses tothe ‘Turks during the last thirty years, 
‘Tho provalente of the Shia doctrine, which 
makes the rule of a Sunnite Sovereign highly 
repngnant to the Arab triesmen, the spirit of 
indejc.dyuce which characterises mountaineers 
all the word over, and the incompetence and 
rapacity of the Turkish: officials bave all mili- 
tated against the establishment of a lasting 
‘A dangerous revolt broke out in 1892, 
aod the existence of s representative of the 
axcient Imams, in the shape of Abmed-ed-Din, 
who, howsver, does not appear to have been 
very anxious to play the part of national hero, 
gave it the character of a religious’ war. The 
Porte, by a lavish expenditare of men and 
money, managed to scotch the rebellion, but 
the embers of disaffection have continued to 
smoulder, and at no time has the Yemen been 
completely free from trouble. 

‘The proximate cause of the present out- 
break is not cléar, though the German semi- 
official Press, by the way, has already satisfied 
iteelf,that it is due toa deep-laid scheme on 
the part of the British Government to preparls 
the way for the establishment of— British 
supremacy in the Arabian peninsula. Potting 
aside this ingenious’ fabrication, which is 
probably intended chiefly for consumption in 
Conitautinople, we can entertain no doubt as 
to'the serious proportions to which the rising 
bas attained. Nows reached this country at 
thp end of February that the whole country 
south of Sanaa was in a state of insurrection, 
and that the towos of Kataba snd Tais had 
already fallen into the hands of tho insurgents. 

- Omisous reports began to arrive of wholesale 
dogertion from the Tarkish ranks, and, though 
the town of Sanaa held out stabbornly for a 
time, Ali Riza Pasha, who attempted to 
relieve it with soya battalions of infantry and 
a battery of artillery, only sacceeded in enter- 
ig tho town with the loss of bis guns and a 
‘large portion of his force. A few days after 
wards; on April 30, the town surrendered to 
the insurgents, who$e booty included thirty 

- guns and 20,000 ritles, with a considerable 
quantity of ammanition, So far ye have heard 
nothing.of any attempt to proclaim an Imam; 

* bat, if itis true that Mahmud Yahya, who is 
described as the principal Sheikh of Yemen, 
has arrived in Coustantinople to submit to the 
Government certain proposals for the autonomy 
of-the Yemen in raturn tor the payment of an 

- annual tribate, it is clear that the insurgents 
will not be’ content with the mere redress of 
abuses or the dismissal of anpopalar officials, 

Tho Ottoman Government appears to be 
doing its bast to hurry troops and stores down 
to Hodeida, but the Syrian reinforcements 
which have alresdy arrived have proved un- 
satisfactory, and the attempt to mobilise Radif 
battalions in Albania has been attended with 
great difficulties. Drafts are also. being sent 
from the Adrianople command, and orders 
have been given forthe calling out ofa divi: 
sion of the Angora Re ‘ifs, whoso headquarters 
aro in Constantinop's, Riza Pasha, who is 
either killed.or a'p:.soner, has been succeeded 
in the command by Marshal Abmed Fevzi

Dear Sir,—1 shoild boglad to know through 
the medium pf yonr paper what is the objeo:

The rale 
hitherto in Egypt generally has ‘been the con- 
trary. Property at once goes up in value

A largely attended meeting was held in the 
great hall of the Charch House, Loadon, 
last week by the Women's Union of the Church 
of Bugland Temperance Society. Canon J. W. 
Horsley presided. At this meeting an address 
was given by Sir Frederick ‘reves on “I'he 
physical effects of the use of aloohol,”” which 
should prove of much interest in this country, 
owing to tha prominence given to the drink 
question of Iate—especially by the remarks 
made‘ by Lord Cromer. ‘The hands of all tem: 
perance reformars oaght to be greatly strength- 
ened by such s speech as the following. 

Sir Frederick Treves in his address said that 
alcohol was, of course, distinctly. poison, It 
had certain uses, like other poisons, bat the 
limitations on its ase should be as strict as on 
areenic, opium, and atrychnia, It was a ca: 
rigusly insidious poison, producing effects 
which seemed to be only relieved by taking 
more of it—a remark which applied to another 
insidious poison, morphia, or opium. It hada 
certain position as medicine, bat in the last 
25 yoars its use by the medical profession had 
steadily and emphatically diminished, People 
were often heard to say that aloohol was’ an 
excellent appotiser when taken before masls. 
But the appetite did not need artificial stima- 
lation ; if the body wanted feeding it demanded 
food. As for its “aiding digestion,” it hindered 
digestion even whea taken in small amounts, 
88 could be easily demonstrated. Then there 
was the idea that alcohol was strengthening: 
As-a fact, it curiously modified the nourish- 
ment of the body ; it greatly lessened tho 
output of carbonic acid—a very important 
matter—so that the drunkard was necesdarily 
sa ill‘nourished man ; and to reach the acme 
of physical condition was impossible if any 
alcohol was used. Its stimulating effect-was 
only momentary, and after that had passed off 
the capacity for work fell enormously. Alcohol, 
as it were, brought up the whole of the reserve 
forces of the body and threw them into action, 
and when these. were used up there was 
nothing to fall back on. It dissipated rather 
than conserved bodily energy. As a work 
producer it was exceedingly extravagant, and 
might.lead to physical baukruptey ; and: 
he was not speaking, he would remind them, 
ot exoessive drinking. [t was,a carious fact 
that troops could not marolQn alcohol. In 
the Ladysmith relief cg wh he accom- 
panied, the first men to drop out wore simply 
the men'who drank. ‘The fact was as clear as 


for the statement that aloohbl was “a great 
thing, for the ciroalat{on, teased the 
heart-beat and redden akin by using up 
the body's reserve power, but then the heart's 
sction becameemphatically weaker, a temporary 
effect being got at an enormous cost. ‘Tho 
action of aloohol on the central nervous system 
was very definite, and was that of a functional 
poison, first stimalating and then depressing 
the nervoussystem. ‘I'he higher nervous centres 
went first, becoming slightly dulled. The mar. 
who worked on even s moderate amount ot 
alcohol was not gt his best. Fine work could 
not be done under that condition. The use of 
alcohol was absolutely inconsistent with a 
surgeon's work, or with any work dentanding 
quick and alert judgment. He was mach strack 
by the number of proféisionsl men who for 
this reason had discontinued the use of aloohol 
in the middle of the day. ‘The last notion he 
would refer to was that slosbol kept out -tho 
cold—that a ‘little nip” was good when Boing. 
out into cold air, and so forth. In the words 

‘a great authority, aloohol really lowered tho 
temiperature of the body by increased loss of 
heat and to some extent by increased oxida- 
tion, and much reduced the power of the body 
to resist cold. Finally, be would say that the 
great and laudable ambition of all, ‘and 
gspecially of young men, to be “fit” could not 
possibly be achieved if they took alcohol. It 
was simply preposterous to suppose that any 
young healthy. person needed any alcohol 
whatever; and, indeed, ho was much better 
without even the smallest amount of it, 
Having — on Layers mot his life 
operating, be would say, with Sir James Paget, 
that of all people those he dreaded to operate 
on were the drinkers, He hoped that what he 
had said would help his hearers to answer 
such absolute fallacies as “‘a glass of port can |

The Arabi: word for chemist is “hakim,” 
althongh it is moro gouerally: applied to» 
doctor. ‘Phe vocation isin Bgypt one of con- 
siderable antiquity. ‘It dates, indeed, from 
Biblical times, as is proved by hieroglyphics 
that have been discovered showing the practi- 
tioners at work. These early chemists, however, 
were very much what we should nowadays 
term herbalists, and “combined doctoring with 
drug dealing. Every tribe had its own “hakim,” 
the calling being handed down from fatHer to 

ch as is the case in India to the present 
d The methods employed by their ‘descend- 
ants remain almost identical with those first 


are scarcely up'to date. Among the European 
chemists, however, doing business in suck 
large centres as Cairo, Alexandria; Port Said, 
Suez, ete, there is not much to complain of on 
this account, for the great msjotity of the 
practitioners at these places are fully qualified 
men. Many of them hold ‘London diplomas, 
while others have French, German, or Italian 
ones. The native houses, too; are (with certain 
exceptions) well conducted.
